No opera produced of late affords better op- 
portunities for scenic effect, and a free use of machinery than 
this: and the very splendid manner Bunn has produced his operas 
and ballets, leaves little to hope for in the realisation of our ex- 
pectations. Miss Romer is to resume her proper station, and 
‘Templeton, Balfe, Miss Poole, Guibeili, and other persons of 
talent will be engaged in it. Both managers are determined to 
make a triumphant exit. 

‘Vhe last week being more genial, we were induced to visit 
the National Baths, in the Westminster Road, and Holborn, 
both of which have been brought to perfection under the inde- 
fatig:.)!e zeal of Mr. Turner.

THE JUDGES AND THE HOUSE OF COMDIONS, 


‘ What great events from little causes flow,’ and what a de- 
vil of a fusgat has been in the power of one very insignificant 
individual to occasion. Stockdale, the celebrated publisher of 
Harriette Wilson, the immaculate memoirs of the most brazen 
harlot that ever traded on her own infamy ; Stockdale, whose 
name requires only to be heard to be appreciated at its proper 
value, has been enabled to set by the ears and no less illustrious 
bodies, than the Judges of the Queen’s Bench, and the Com- 
mons of England.

What Madame intends doing we are not at 
present aware, but we tell her in the fullest satisfaction of its 
truth, that if she dare fall back, one iota of a step from the Mac- 
redian path, inevitable ruin must fallon her and these around 
her. The proprietors of the theatre deserve execrating from one 
end of Engiand to the other, for their conduct with Macready. 
How was the mighty fallen when he took it under his auspices. 
How horribly had the boards trod by the Kembles, Kean, Sid- 
dons, and O’Neal, been degraded by Osbaldiston, and his com- 
pany of barn door actors; and how signally has he released it 
from the jaws of perdition. Had he remained but one year more 
in the arduous and unthankful office of lessee, he would have 
lit a fire in the annals of the drama that would have burnt un- 
dimned a hundred; years. Still. look at him new—even at the 
last hour of his managerial existence, producing Henry the fifth 
on a scale of splendour and correctness most extraordinary. Yet 
does he, or can he expect to receive an adequate return? No, 
from the shortness of the season it is: impossibie—but he will 
leave the embers brightly burning in the world’s eye of such a 
resplendant description, as to make the task mosf difficult to 
Madam Vestris. e are glad a person like Madam has taken it, 
in’ rence to a novice, or a speculatist. Madam is a good tac- 
tition, and well versed in the business of the drama, but her 
drama has hitherto been the sunshiny, mythological, laughable 
drama, not the cold tragic stride. Here we fear her safety; but 
she is a bold woman, she is a sp'rited one, she is a deserving one, 
and we wish her every success in the task, so arduous, so difficult. 
We she will Macready, and give him power, even 
though she fall back herself—for we tell her there is more noble 
ness of soul—more talent in that man’s finger, than in all the 
actors in Britain—He isan honest man; and has never dis- 
graced his profession by living on others earnings. He will 
have the duty done he pays for, for which, in the hearts of the 
ee and lazy he has been atyrant. But he who will not 
see duty done which he pays for, is only laughed at for being 
a fool, and is robbed by his servants. 
Drury Lane is announced to open on the 17th instant with 
the ‘ Fairy Lake.’ No opera produced of late affords better op- 
ities for scenic effect, and a free use of machioery than 
this: and the very splendid manner Bunn has produced his operas 
and ballets, leaves little to hope for in the realisation of our ex- 
portation. Miss Romer is to resume her proper station, and 
empleion, Balfe, Miss Poole, Guibeili, and other persons of 
talent wiil.be engaged in it. Both managers are determined to 
makea triumphant exit. — 

‘She last week being more genial, we were induced to visit 
the National Baths, in the Westminster Road, and Holborn, 
both of which have been brought to perfection under the inde- 
fatigz ‘ite zeal of Mr. Turner. Londen, till the introduction of 
these baths ; but little of so great a luxury, and we are 
assured the public have scarce any idea of the extent and acco-

ealth. 

HaYMARKET.—Nothing could exceed the anxiety on Monday 
evening, to see Mr. Charles Kean, and the house was litera] ly 
crowded soon after the doors were opened. Hamlet was the 
play selected for the occasion, 1s it is the author’s finest drawn 
character, so is it the touchstone of an actor's merit. If Mr. 
Kean’s is not the best perscnation of the melancholy, noble- 
minded prince, it yet ranks as a highly talented performance : 
possessing innumerable beauties. It is true, it in no instance js 
eqnal to the classic grandeur of John Kemble, or the natural 
outbreakings so peculiar to his father; but they were men

but at the present day we think Mr. Charles Kean, is decidedly 
the best representative of the part, and time will no doubt ripen 
his judgment, increase his knowledge, and by that means render 
more perfect his performance. Mr. Cooper was an excellent 
ghost, his voice being well suited to the part; Mr. Perkins did 
ample justice to Claudius the king; nor was the acting of 
Strickland in Polonius, Hemming in Horatio, Lacy in Laertes, 
Webster as Osrick, or Buckstone’s Grave Digger less worthy of 
praise; while the Ophelia of Miss Taylor is too well known 
and appreciated ‘to require comment. On the whole the play 
was well acted—for it must be remembered, that comedy and 
not tragedy, is the forte at this theatre. On Tuesday, Mr. W. 
Farren made his first appearance ‘for two years, as Lord Ogleby 
in the ‘ Clandestine Marriage.’ This is certainly the most finished 
part he plays, and to the lover of genuine comedy must be a 
rich treat; and not less so is Mrs. Glover’s Mrs. Heidelberg, 
who in this cast of characters stands unrivalled. Miss Taylor 
was an interesting Fanny, Mrs. W. Clifford a correct Miss Ster- 
ling, and Mrs. F. Mathews a fair representative of Betty. 
Strickland was the very Sterling intended by the author, and 
imagined by the reader ; he looked to the very life the wealthy, 
proud, yet not bad-hearted citizen, who being possessed of plen- 
ty of money, was anxious to add dignity to his name. Walter 
Lacy was an excellent Brush, and Webster an amusing Canton. 
To see a good old comedy well acted is indeed a treat, and we 
anxiously look forward to the production of the ‘School for 
Scandal, and the - Rivals,’ with the full assurance that manager 
Webster, in the getting of them up, will devote the same care 
and attention as Mr. Macready has done to his revivals this 
season. 

SADLER’s We_ts—The management at this house seems de- 
termined to give the public no cause to complain—new pieces 
follow in rapid succession, possessing some literary merit, and 
produced generally with much credit. The dresses, scenery, 
and appointments, are attended to by Honner and Young most 
indefatigably. A new piece produced on Monday, ‘ Sauvoreen 
Deulish,’ possesses much interest. The principal characters by 
Cathcart, (who has become a complete favorite here) Honner, 
Conquest, Miss Richardson, and Mrs. Honner, were well sustain- 
ed. Indeed, we cannot speak in too high terms of praise of her, 
she has been acknowledged to be a very clever woman, but, 
the various opportunities at this house have brought to perfec- 
tion those abilities; and in the domestic arcana at the present 
hour she stands unrivalled. Mrs. Yates, who at one time was 
the only actress who could excite those feelings, by her acting, 
which drew sympathetic tears from the audience, must now 
give way to Mrs. -Honner, Inthis piece we pronounce her per- 
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formance as a most powerful, but terrifically effective—her fierce 
expression on the supposed murderer of her father, would have 
struck paralyzed the most hardened villain ; the various conflict- 
ing passions of love, hatred, and revenge, were fearfully depicted 
by her, and we do hope, her study, talent, and character, will in- 
duce that support from the public she so richly deserves. We 
should be glad tosee her in an engagement at the Adelphi, it 
would bring her before that public who have not visited the 
Wells, and establish her in the first society, to the most lasting 
result. There are two or three men who would be actors if 
they could; but who mar ‘the general effect, viz. Dry, a most 
awful lump ofdog wood, Phillips, a tall overgrown boy, who 
excites both your laughter and pity when he attempts to open 
his mouth. . Elvin, too, is barely to be tolerated, he is a mecha- 
nical piece of bricks and mortar, and never gives point or effect 
to any# thing, his dress always looks as though it did not suit 
him. ‘The Shaksperian tableaus, are very beautifully arranged, 
and do Honner great credit—they are nightly vehemently ap- 
plauded, and we hope they will be continued—it is improving 
the taste, and inducing veneration for the immortal plays of the 
undying poet. 

Roya MarrowBonE—After being open for twelve nights, 
is about for the 500th time, dividing the takings at the doors. 
Where Messrs. Gordon, alias, Brookman’s are gone is a mystery 
at present—certain it is they bolted with the cash, leaving the 
poor half starved actors to dine off a red herring and a stale po- 
tatoe.
